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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the cited reference to 
Pieper does not disclose the claimed limitations of: 

"characterizing a level of change of the image data from one image to the next in the plurality of images; and 
presentinga viewer with indicia of relative levels of change of the image data for the plurality of images". . 

Let it be clear that the language "characterizing a level of change" is very broad. If the change can be seen and is presented on a display 
it is characterized. Furthermore "presenting a view with indicia of relative levels of change" is also quite broad. Indicia can and will be 
interpretted broadly as any indication of change between images. The reference of Pieper is interpretted reasonably broadly to read on 
the independent claims. Pieper's invention is directed to the exact same field of endeavor, which is examining slices within a computed 
tomography set. Pieper is clearly concerned with examining change from one image to the next. If the change were not the focus, then 
multiple slices would not be needed. Pieper allows fro navigation through the set of slices and tracks the shape and change from one 
image to the next. See for example Fig. 19. Pieper disclsoes showing different slices of portions of an aortic branch and presenting the 
user with indicia of that change by showing the images relative to one another. Pieper is interpretted to read on the claimed limitations 
and therefore the rejection is maintained and remains final 
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
